The inventions are distinct, each from the other because: The compounds of 
Group I are made from the common cyclic sugars which contain a 6 membered ring with 
1 O atom. The compounds of group II include those having one or more OH groups 
attached to the above mentioned ring converted to an N or S containing group. The 
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other 4 Groups in which the above mentioned ring O is converted to a N or S atom 
would require more complicated synthetic methods and would be expected to have 
completely different properties. 

Thus because of the above and because the searches are different the above 
restriction is proper.
